Week of Fan Suggested 
To Help Spitfire Fund 



Tn« ards the end of last term, the 
McGill Daily put forward the Idea 
of a Spitfire Fund contributed to 
by Ihe Canadian Universities. The 
amount of money required to pur- 
chase even ono Spitfire, seemed al- 
most impossible to raise by vnlmi- 
tary contrlblulons alone. The fol- 
lowing suggestion however was re- 
ceived by the Students' Council as 
n means lo increase the fund: 

There has been a great deal of 
agitation recently around the cnm- 
pti.s regarding McGill'a proposed 
Spitfire Fund, which would prove 
a most patriotic venture on the Uni- 
versity's behalf, could it be realized. 
Rut once again, the old problem 
roars it.*i head: how arc we going to 
raise all thi.i money? The college 
ycl remains In be found, wherein 
every student diK.v down into the 
depths of his pocket, and cheer- 
fully and uncomplainingly gives all 
he can to some worthy enterprise. 
The fact is. students can't "spare" 
any money for charitable or patrio- 
tic purposes; but you may rest as- 
surrcd they can always ra.'sle up 
money enough for a dance or a 
show! • 

The following suggestion is some- 
thing that might help the cam- 
paign over the hurdles more than 
any other way. It would save doz- 
ens of committees the laborious 
and unloved task of soliciting mon- 
ey from their fellow-students; but 
on the other hand, would necessi- 
tate the utmost and heartiest co- 
operation of every student at Mc- 
Gill. It must be remembered that 
the cost of a Spitfire is $25,000, and 
that is a very large sum of money 
to ask college students to raise by 
themselves without outside help or 
donations. That would ir.ean an 
average contribution of at least 
eight dollars from every student in 
this university: a seemingly im- 
possible amount to collect: but it 
ean be done, if the students will 
co-operate. 

Why not institute an event that 
might be called the McGill Mardi 
Gras, or "Week of Pun"? Each 
night, for one whole week, sponsor 
huge gala entertainments, with the 
students attending as many as 
possible— If not all— of them. Every 
cent of the proceeds would be giv- 
en towards the Spitfire objective; 
and every item of entertainment 



would be endeavoured to be ob- 
tained whether tree— as gifts of the 
various locates des fetes concerned, 
or at a minimum cost. 

For example, on Monday night 
the management of the Forum, or 
Verdun Auditorium, might be pre- 
vailed upon lo lend us their ice for 
a monster Fancy Dress Ice Carni- 
cal, the like ot which the city will 
not have seen for over titty years. 
The second night hold a huge sleigh 
drive, with a mar.^hmiillow roast 
and hot-dog feed after, Wednesday 
night, through the kindne.v; nf tlie 
Park Toboggan and Slide Club, a 
slide night might be held up on 
Ml. Royal, followed by a dance in 
the club-house or In the Union. 
Thursday night, the theatres of 
Montreal, - already noted for their 
patriotic and public spirit— might 
turn over the proceeds of all tick- 
ets purchased by students to our 
tund; and a sort ot amateur hour- 
hellzapoppin-red and white revue- 
combined be staged In Moyse Hall 
inter on in the evening. Friday 
night,— now this is where helpful 
suggestions from our fellow-stud- 
ents would be highly appreciated— 
a social-evcnt-of-thc-season ball 
could be held; either at the gym 
(and lo heck with the floor!) or in 
the Mt. Royal Ballroom (kindness 
of the Mt. Royal Hotel Manage- 
ment); or better still, a Milk-Maid 
Masquerade, or Cow-Pie Carnival- 
or something like that, in the style 
of the screwy soirees our great 
neighbour.s lo the south olten have. 
Finally, on Saturday the Chancellor 
ot our University might be good 
enough to have a special ski-train, 
for McGill Students only, leave the 
metropolis thai morn for the ski- 
counlry, returning late the same 
evening; whereby all person.', from 
those who have skiied every way 
except standing up, to those who 
can make the F.I.S. whizzes look 
like small stuff, — can indulge in 
said delight for a whole day; and 
their trainfare roll into the coffers 
of the Spitfire nest-egg. 

Ot course it must be remembered 
some students cannot afford to 
spend the equivalent of an eight- 
dollar gift. They should endeavor,

Toronto, January 20.— De.'ipite the 
unsettled condition of civilian de- 
fense plans, which has hampered 
routine instruction, the Women's 
Service Training Detachment of the 
University ot Toronto has begun its 
spring work which is to cover pol- 
ice work, medical training and 
other aspects of defense. Miss A. E. 
M, Parkes, Senior Lieutenant of the 
corps, announced yesterday. 

Previous to the Christmas vaca- 
tion the work waj largely military 
dealing with military deportment, 
military law, orderly room organi- 
zation and drill. During this fall 
term two ftours a week were spent 
on drill and one hour on lectures. 
Until March 15, when the course is 
expected to terminate, two hours 
for lectures and one tor drill will 
be the program.me. 

Organized at the beginning of 
November the Detachment is a sep- 
arate unit ol the Women's Volun- 
tary Service Corps of the Red don 
and is established at the University 
under the Women's Athletic Direc- 
torate ot which Miss Parkes is sec- 
retary-treasurer. 

As an experimental group, its en- 
rolment is restricted to 200, ex- 
cluding freshmen and including 
mainly, those girls in their sei.ior 
years. The platoons are lead by 
members of the Directorate. 

At the end of the course- the 
members will take practical and 
written examinations. "It is intend- 
ed," said the University presiaeut, 
Dr. H. J. Cody, to the W.S.T.D., 
"that the general course would 
lead to specialized instruction.' 
This instruction will probably be 
arranged after the University ex- 
aminations, for those who qualify 
for it.

Various governmental and vol* 
unteer organization.s which tunc* 
lion when diiaster befalls a com- 
munity, such as might happen la 
wartime will be considered. 

Emergency housing and problems 
connected with the establishment of 
temporary dormitories will be dealt 
with along with air-raid patrol 
measures and a knowledge of firt 
hazards, as necessary for an under- 
standing of the physical and ad- 
ministrative organizations of the 
community. 

The latter part of the program 
will include the study of the treat- 
ment of shock, exposure and exhaus- 
tion; some of the techniques ot 
nursing; preventive measures in re- 
lation to public health; and th« 
nature, spread and prevention ot 
diseases such as colds, influenza 
and pneumonia. Mso included will 
be the importance, place and meth- 
ods of psychotherapy. 

To be considered also are the 
questions ot food supply, shelter 
and heat under emergency condi- 
tions tor workers as well as victims. 
A further study of food values will 
be included, as well as the regular 
channels of food supply; the or- 
ganization of canteens: the emerg- 
ency rationing of food: the chemi- 
cal and bacterial contamination of 
milk and water supplies and vari- 
ous methods of decontamination. 



'Vitamins and Vitamin De- 
ficiency' Is Topic of McGill 
Physician 



"Vitamins and Vitamin Defici- 
ency" will be coasidered by Dr. 
McEaehern at the McGill Pre-Med- 
ical Society meeting on Thursday 
afternoon, at 5 o'clock, in the 
Union Grill Room. Dr. McEaeh- 
ern considers that "we are as yet 
not sufficiently vitamin eoitscious, " 
although commercial advertising 
has made us energy-conscious by 
highly publicizing their energy 
foods. A native Canadian, Dr. Mc- 
Eaehern formerly held a fellow- 
ship at Johns Hopkins University, 
has pursued .studies in Germany 
and in London. England, and is 
now connected with the Montreal 
Neurological Institute.. 

After the speech the Society will 
discuss plans for their next social 
affair. 11 has been announced that 
society pins have arrived, and will 
be distributed at ttiis meeting to 
the members. ,

FOR WAR EFFORT 



Each Co*ed to Knit One Six- 
inch Square Per

A "Blankets for Britain" move- 
ment has been launched as part of 
the concerted war effort of the co- 
eds of the University of Saskatch- 
ewan. This project require that 
each co-ed knit one six inch square 
each week for two weeks and the 
combined tmits will be made into 
six blankets lo be given for dis- 
tribution to the Red Cross. The 
various faculties are working co- 
operatively and the time spent will 
be approximately one hour a week.

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No Statesmen These! 

One wtek ago today one hundred and 
fifty povemmrnt officisl?. including the 
Dominion prime minister snd nine pro- 
vincial premiers, gathered in Ottawa to 
open a Dominion-provincial conference 
called to deal with one of the biggest ques- 
tions since that conference held in Char- 
lottetown many years ago— the redrafting 
of our Canadian constitution. 

Our newspapers were filled with re- 
ports of conference proceedings and though 
Canadians everj'where anxiously awaited 
further information, little hope was held 
for the succffsful conclusion of the con- 
ference. Nevertheless it came as a dis- 
tinct shock to most when the conference 
was brought to a close on tlie evening of 
the second session after the premiers of 
three provinces expressed their unqualified 
opposition to the report of the Sirois Com- 
mission. 

We reprint below the editorial opin- 
ions expressed by the official newspapers 
of the students attending the two leading 
Universities in the province of Ontario. 

The Queen's Journal 

Seventy-five years ago the leaders of 
three British North American colonies met 
and decided to down pereonai differences 
and sectional rivalries in favor of a great 
concept of nationhood. They worked long 
and hard, and drew up a constitution that 
gave the balance of power and sovereignty 
to the new Dominion they were creating. 

In the inter^•ening years Canada has 
grown in statiu-e beyond their fondest 
E. Their document hat not grown, 
Sor even has it been applied in the intend- 
'ed manner, for the rising provinces have 
steadily wrested jurisdiction from the Do- 
minion. 

So five skilled men worked two and a 
lialf years, employed Canada's best brains, 
and recommended a plan lo bring Can- 
ada's constitution up-to-date regarding 
Dominion-Provincial relations. 

And last Wednesday three politicians 
refused to discuss anything connected with 
the main recommendations of this report. 

The .«hoek to Canadians is great. 'I'hc 
names of Hepburn, Aberiiarl, and Pal- 
tuUo stand accursed wherever the cause 
of national unity reigns o\'er narrow pro- 
tVincialism. 

The reason? We do not lack the real 
reason. Political manoeuvring and jcal- 
.ousy have been the by-word of these three 
iin Dominion-Provincial relations, and will 
some day sound their knell. 

The stated reasons? Mr. Hepburn 
first stated that changes must wait until 
after the war, we must not "fiddle while 
liOndon burns." Next he stated, "Wc have 
to get away frorn the ortliodox fcyeiem of 
.money, and we might as well come to it 
now . . . Let us tackle the thing in the 
big' way, as suggested by my honorable 
inei^d from Alberta." These two attitudes 
.are obviously contradictory. Mr. Hep- 
;bum'E next atatcment is illuminating— "I 
iWill not sell my Province down the river 
Sçr all time to conic" 

■Mr. Pattullo jjoinlcd out how well off 
ffritieh Columbia is (as long as federal 
jÉelief grants keep cominjii. Mr. Aberliart 
said orthodox finance was a en^e and 
delusion anyway. 



st.iting that this is no time for repairing 
the great breaches made in national unity 
during tho hard thirties, for revamping 
our inefficient taxation system whereby 
ten cooks weaken the broth, for providing 
essential services which arc now hani- 
stning by constitutional misinlerpretnlion. 
If (hey arc right, why tlid they not discuss 
the whole problem with the other loaders 
of the country? If they are wrong, if the 
rifts which developed in the thirties will 
only hamper the great war effort Canada 
must make, will only aggravate disunity 
when the nation strains to its ulinost, then 
their magnnnimous realization of (his 
would prevent great suffering and hard- 
ship throughout the whole nation. , 

The Toronto Varsity 

In two short days, aye in a matter of 
hours, this nation of ours— if wc may call 
it that— has revealett to .tll the world its 
helpless, puerile groping for adulthood, its 
political bungling, its petty selfish provin- 
cialism, and its emphasis on party and 
politics as ends in themselves rather than 
merely means toward the intelligent effi- 
cient government of the country. Truly 
it is difficult at a time .such as this not to 
throw one's hands in the air with an 
anguished "Oh, Cinadal" and .^grce with 
one of our downtown contemporaries that 
wc arc led by )\vgniics. 

On Tuesday morning the delegates to 
the dominion-provincial conference gath- 
ered (o hear the words of (be Prime Min- 
ister opening proceedings. Before noon 
the fate of the conference was sealed and 
by the evening of the following day the 
delegates were on their way home, after 
singing "God ?ave the King." But it is 
what happened and what was said in that 
intervening space that matters for Can- 
ada — the Cannd.T which tinfoitun.ttely 
seems more than ever to be nine provinces. 

From the outset certain provincial 
groups made plain their stand that they 
firmly opposed the report. On the follow- 
ing day those three provinces "walked out" 
on the conference, leaving it to be buried 
in the graveyard of lost Canadian oppor- 
tunities. There had been no constructive 
discussion, either of the Sirois report or of 
any other means whereby national unity 
could be strengthened and the national 
economy bolstered. The only result was 
a flow of violent, undignified language 
across the floor of the conference, result- 
ing in misunderstandings, bad feeling, artd 
appeals to the voters back home. The 
saboteurs of the conference now pose as 
patriots devoted to the war effort and as 
noble upholders of provincial rights. 

There are people who will criticize The 
Varsity for opening its mouth on the sac- 
rosanct subject of dominion-provincial 
politics, but the editor and the students he 
represents are, after all, Canadian citi- 
zens and have an equal right with anyone 
else to discuss such public matters. We 
are not criticizing anyone for not accept- 
ing the Pirois report. We m.iintain that 
it has its very good points, and that it was 
a sincere effort to do something for tfie 
Canadian .structure. We admit that there 
are numerous defects, and that a pretty 
good case can be built for Ontario opposi- 
tion to the report. So we restate that we 
criticize no one for opposing adoption of 
the Sirois report. 

Bvil u-€ do criticize Canada'a politicians 
for the way they have let the covntry 
down. It was not necessary to sabotage 
the conference, so long awaited, without 
giving any chance for fair discussion. The 
provinces were not expected to vote yes or 
no for the whole report; rather, they were 
expected to talk the thing over, to accept 
or reject various aspects of the proposals, 
or even to find some new basis upon which 
to work. But instead a few men turned 
the discussion away from the rejjort, 
dragged in (perhaps with ample justifica- 
tion) the dangers to the Canadian war ef- 
fort, and tossed out for public consump- 
tion such unfortunate statements as the 
fullowiiig: ". . . withdraw /ind leave tlioe 
wreckers of Confederation under tlie guite 
of patriotism to carry on their nefarious 
work." 

Our complaint is tJiat they failed to 
live up to the least of the standards of na- 
tional statesmanship in their methods. If 
they had patriotic thoughts in mind tliry 
would surely have given some intimation 
to the Prime Minister that their stand was 
to be adamant opposition, and the wiiolc 
thing could have been rjuietly postponed 
until victory has been achieved. That 
would liave been their mrtiicd had the 
welfare of Canada and lier taxjiayerfi been 
their consideration, and this is what should 
have been done in view of future events. 
But no! Seeing a chance pcrliaps to ap- 
peal to petty provincial politics or to place 
political opponents in a bad light, they 
withheld all statements on the matter, pre- 
ferring to blast the conference once it had 
gathered, and bring the shame into the 
open. 

There our leaders liave failed us. It 
ifi not a (^ue^li(Jll merely of the Sirois re- 
port being shoved into a pigeon-hole. 'As 
Mr. King said, it will probably see fJio 



hnvf shown themselves incni>nble of put- 
ting aside provincial prejuilices for n 
moment and meeting logether in a spirit 
of friendly tolerant cn-nprrMtion. We 
agree with the sentiments of one delegate: 
"It is not only folly but an approach to a 
political crime for memhcrs of these jiro- 
vincial delegations to return withotit a 
discussion of (his report." Of small im- 
port is it that officials arc claiming (he 
conference revealed all provinces solid be- 
hind (he war effort. That was apparent 
anyway, and what (ho conference has 
really revealed is a serious condition in 
our national life which must be remedied 
in the future ere wc grow in stature.

FOn WHOM THE BELL TOLLS 
by Ernest Hemingway; Charles 
Scrlbner's Sons. New York, 1040; 
pp. 471; $3 00. 

"Any m.in's death diminishes me 
because 1 am Involved In Manklnde; 
And therefore never send to know 
for whom the bell lolls; It tolls for 
thee." The above quotation from 
the writings of John Donne forms a 
part ot the Ihcmc which motivated 
the writing of Kriie.';! IlcminKwny's 
lat^l book, "For Whom the Bell 
Tolls," It Is a fitting and accurate 
summary of the author's state of 
mind when he sot out to write his 
novel of the lives ot a small hand- 
ful of people in the mountains of 
Spain at the time of the civil war. 
Far from being a propaxandisl 
book, the work manage* to inspire 
the reader with an intangible feel- 
ing ot a great Injustice having been 
done. 

Ernest Hemingway writes vigor- 
ously, no matter whal the topic. In 
Ihls book he has atlempted a style 
which enhances that vigour a 
hundredfold; he has written Span- 
l.sh In English. The grammar, the 
.<:entencc construcllon, the mode ot 
expression, all are Spanish. This ex- 
périment in translation of thought 
has tlic effect of tr.in.^poslna the 
reader to a completely Spanish 
locale. One is involuntarily caught 
in the web of the characters' 
thought proces.ses, so that the read- 
er's and the author's sympathies arc 
Inextricably interwoven with the 
daily lives and actions of the var- 
ious people who go to form the 
dramatic personnac of the book, 
Robert Jordan, the American col- 
lege Instructor who is a . dynamiter 
In the Loyalist service; Pablo, the 
self-seeking, changeable, unscrupu- 
lous leader of a band of guerillas; 
Pilar, his wife and ruler, the factual 
head of the band; Anselmo, the old 
man who would rather die than de- 
sert his post; Maria, the little girl 
who has suffered untold agonies at 
the hands of the fascists and who 
loves Robert Jordan passionately; 
Sordo, the deaf leader of another 
band, loyal to the Republic to the 
end, and dying with a laugh on his 
lips— all these and many others pass 
In vivid review through the pages 
of this fascinating book. 

It is not a book designed to enlist 
the sympathies of men for the Loy- 
alist cause— though it does that 
very thing— but rather is it a book 
which purports to show that all 
Spaniards, be they Loyalist, fascist 
or guerilla are human beings pat- 
terned after the fashion of men and 
women everywhere, with a deep- 
seated conviction in the righteous- 
ness of their will to live and to im- 
prove their lives. It Is a novel which 
depicts in glowing colours the depth 
of understanding which the peasant 
mind ot Spain possesses by virtue of 
its down-lo-earthncss, by virtue of 
its direct approach to the problems 
of life and death, killing and be- 
getting, love and haired and the 
myriad other human emotions 
which the exigencies of the mo- 
ment may bring lo the surface. It 
is a realistic book. The author does 
not attempt to avojd unpleasant 
situations nor does he create them 
unnecessarily, although he does 
sacrifice a great deal of his on the 
altar of the unprintable. The word 
"obscenity" covers up a multitude 
ot imaginary words and situations; 
it is a filler for anything which the 
ladies' literary societies of America 
might find objectionable in print; 
it i.s a great stimulant lo the imag- 
ination—and lo sales. 

It is true that in certain respects 
the book is lacking in conviction. It 
does not measure up when judged 
In the light of its anti-fascist value; 
but it Is a great book from a purely 
literary point of view. It fills the 
requirements of a good novel— the 
characters are very much alive and 
consistent; their thoughts and ac- 
tions are such as lo leave no doubt 
in one's mind what their reactions 
would be tmder any given set of 
circumstances. There is nolhin^ here 
that seems halt-baked, it Is truly a 
great novel,

GERMAN MRASLER 

Most people who live in cities 
develop the common communicable 
disca.<es during childhood and ac- 
quire an Immunity which usuaUy 
lasts throughout life. This Is par 
llcularly true of measles which Is 
believed lo attack practically the 
entire urban population under ten 
years of afie. In rural areas some 
children escape and develop the 
disease In mature life, but among 
city dwellers it Is rather uncom 
mon to see a case of measles In 
ndult life. 

German measles is a distinct dis 
case and has no relationship with 
measles. It gets the name measles 
l^ccausc it looks like measles and 
it gets the descriptive term German 
because the first description of the 
disease came from Germany. The 
correct name is Rubella. Many 
people, for son-.e reason, escape 
rubella in childhood and reach ma- 
turity without having acquired an 
immunity to It. For this reason the 
disease constitutes somewhat of a 
problem In colleges and particularly 
in army groups. 

If there were no rash we would 
regard rubella as being in much 
the same category as Influenza. As 
a matter of fact it is actually less 
serious (Jian influenza, for influenza 
commonly ha.>i serious complications 
whereas rubella seldom has. In an 
other respect influenza is more im 
portant for it Is apt to recur more 
than once in the same person 
whereas one attack of german 
measles usually confers a lasting 
immunity. 

It Is the rash which dramatizes 
german measles, therefore and 
brings it under quarantine laws. 
Most health departments tend to be 
very lenient in the restrictions they 
Impose upon households with ger- 
man measles, but some health de- 
partments, working under antiquat- 
ed laws, are compelled to apply 
severe measures which may have 
the effect in the case ot large fam- 
ilies of keeping children from school 
actually for months. 

German measles is characterized 
by a diffuse rosy rash involving the 
whole body, sore eyes and enlarged 
glands in the back of the neck. 
There Is usually a moderate degree 
of fever and symptoms do not as a 
rule persist for more than t:wo or 
three days. The communicable or 
contagious period is thought to be 
about eight days dating from a day 



or so before the appearance of the 
rash. 

Eighteen days is the usual Inter- 
val between the exposure to Infec- 
tion and the appearance of the rash. 
During this time the victim Is prob 
ably not in a position to pass on* the 
disease. A reasonable restriction 
therefore, on known contacts who 
have not had the disease, would be 
tron» say 14 dayi after known ex 
posure until 21 days or the appear- 
ance ot the disease. This is the re- 
gulation which is U) effect in some 
communities. Some authorities 
however, say that aince germa r 
measles Is no more seriou.i than in- 
fluenza the same restrictions shouM 
apply to the two diseases. 

Perhaps the most important thing 
about german measles Is the diag- 
nosis. It Is quite easy to contuse it 
with true measles or with scarlet 
fever. It is ■fr.Rc, therc-fure. to have 
a phy.^ician see a iu.^pected ca.«e. 
but once th* diagnosis is certain one 
need not be apprehensive about the 
outcome.

Militant Aid Group Prepares Paper 
Urging Speedy Action 

Harvard. — Demanding Immediate 
legislative action on aid to Britain, 
the Committee for Militant A;d tc 
Britain will send Congress a pe-.i- 
tion, beir.g circulsted today and to- 
morrow among Harvard and Had- 
cliff e students. 

Following on the heels of the 
Committee's war rally of Decem- 
ber 5. the petition urges "the Con- 
gress of the United Stales to under- 
take positive metfuret lor the de- 
feat of the Axis powers by ensur- 
ing all possible aid to Britain at 
once" in view of the fact that the 
U.S. "is already in a stale of un- 
declared war." 

"A declaration of war it only s 
question of strategy" ii the premise 
upon which the Committee bases its 
demand lor immediate action, "A 
German victory over Britain in the 
near future," the petition argues, 
"would make the position of the 
United States an intolerable one." 
Dread L'.S. Armed Camp. 

The spon.sors fear that this coun- 
try would be forced to become an 
"armed camp and abandon demo- 
cratic methods" in order to over- 
come successfully the unseen war 
which the Axis powers have al- 
ready begun to "weaken and di- 
vide" the American people. 

"Totalitarian methods of pres- 
sure" would be used by the Axis 
in the event of a British defeat if 
they did not even attempt to attack

Inadequacy of planes and pilots 
cquiped for high-altitude flight and 

combat i.^- America's greatest mlll- 
tary wcak/icss, according to Dr, 
John F. Fulton '21, in an article in 
the latest issue of the Harvard 
Alumni Bulletin, 

Profc-ior oi ))l,y.-iijlogy at Yale 
.sine- 1927, Dr, FulUjn was sent lo 
En^'.I;ll;d on October 12 of last year 
by ihc National Research Council, 
and remained until November 5. 
During that period he travelled 
through southern England visiting 
R.A.K. bases, induttrial centres, and 
hospitals which have been bombed 
since the Battle of Britain. 

Effective Gunnery. 

Fulton atinbulci- the superiority 
of Knylisli over Cierinun aii'-slrenglh 
to more effeclive gunnery, and to 
equipment more adequate to meet 
the physiological requirements of 
pilots flying at high alliludcs. He 
suggests that the UnilL-d Slates is in 
a position to iJiu/il by the exper- 
iences of English iiivesiigators in 
the field of oxygen equipment. 

Until the early part of November, 
Fulton reports, Nazi air-altacks had 
not seriously Impaired the operation 
of English airpKine inaiujfiicluring 
plants, or the dock /ncllities of 
southern British jioii.s, 

London i!.=elf, however, clearly 
shov.fri liie .'cars of Incessant bomb- 
ing, Fulton stated, with scarcely a 



city block in the entire metropoli- 
tan area untouched. Four types of 
bombs, :>0; Î.IO-, nnd .WO-kilo bombs, 
and a heavy land-mine which de- 
scends by parachute are being used 
in the attacks on London, he said, 

Fulton accused the Nazi pilots of 
deliberate attempts lo bomb Lon- 
don hospitals, adding that every 
large hospital in London, almost 
without exception, has had a direct 
hit, atid that many of the smaller 
ho.spiinls and nursing homes hiive 
been injured. 

Willingness of lowns outside of 
the London area to care for those 
who have been dispossessed is an 
indic.Tlion of a morale and quiet de- 
termination "that is almost unbe- 
lievable," Fulton remarked. Almost 
every family in rural England, he 
pointed out, has at least three or 
four evacuees under its roof. 
81. Paul's Not Destroyed. 

Dcstruclion of University College, 
its hospital, and most of the pub- 
lishing-houses in London was re- 
ported by Fulton. However, both 
the British Museum and St. Paul's 
Cathedral escaped serioii.s harm 
when ."iO-kilo bombs crashed through 
thoir roofs. 

Superiority of Britain's air-force 
was held by Fullon to have won the 
first phase of the Battle of Britain, 
and lo have shifted the principal 
theatre of war nway from the air to 
the sea, and from England lo the 
waters ot Ireland and the iCleditcr- 
rancan. 

Warning of our own lack of 
planes designed and tested for high- 
altitude combat, Fulton advised fur- 
ther training of pilots for this type 
of fighting. He urged a speeding up 
of aircraft production, and accused 
labor unions of treason and sabot- 
age in delaying phases of the de- 
fence program. 

Fullon concluded by lauding the 
efforts of all parts of British society 
in the defence of the country, but 
warned that while the people of 
England have a good chance for 
ultimate victory, "we must move 
swiftly, for our danger is as great 
as theirs."

Of all the futile jealousies I have 
ever met, there is one more futile 
and unreasonable than any other — 
the jealously of time, yet it keeps 
looming up at me tauntingly, like 
a broken promise or a haunting, 
half-forgotten song. 

I find myself absurdly jealous of 
words I never heard, which per- 
haps were never said, and of ima- 
ginary nights when history march- 
ed thru a gold-hung ballroom as 
slow music played. 

There's no logic in a mind that 
would have been in Paris to watch 
the world celebrate a short-lived 
Armistice, and feels cheated be- 
cause there were thousands who 
did. 

There is much less of glamor in 
a vicarious past, and to read ot a 
glittering night when Napoleon was 

crowufd emperor ot all France is 
cold comfort to one who would have 
seen It. 

There is an immense selfishness 
in wanting to have seen so much. 
I have watched as a man defied 
histoi-y to become president of the 
United Slates for the third lime, 
and yet 1 would like to have been 
in on the days when the founding 
fathers — those much-legendized 
giani« of yesterday— dueled with 
gentlemanly precision for political 
supremacy.

granled to those who, by some un- 
foreseen emergency, cannot pay 
their term bills in full. With an in- 
terest charge of 5 per cent., these 
loans pay the .University a higher 
return than the average security in 
its portfolio. 

Harvard follows sound banking 
policy in charging .'5 per cent, in- 
terest on loans that are, for all 
practical purposes, unsecured. If 
the borrowing student is a minor, 
his promissory note has no validity 
in court; and although, legally, the 
student's bondsmen can be held re- 
sponsible for his debt, the Univer- 
sity has refrained from such action 
as unjust to the bondsmen and in- 
jurious to its public relations. In 
effect, the student's good will is the 
only security behind the money he 
borrows from Harvard. 

But when measured by other than 
the banker's standards, the present 
charge on student loans is unjust- 
ifiable. It is calculated to yield pro- 
fits—profits that swell the endow- 
ed loan funds, and also the revolv- 
ing funds as far as losses through 
defaults are covered. Harvard does 
not milk its needy students lo erect 
fancy laboratories and hire costly 
lecturers. But it holds its debtors 
responsible for building up its loan 
funds— a function that should be 
left exclusively to the donors of the 



future. At present, there is no short- 
age of loanable money; and consid- 
erable surplus margins are left over 
each year, particularly in the grad- 
uate schools. 

Borrowing from the University 
should never become a gratuitous 
privilege open to anyone who has 
taken too many week-ends. Where 
no definite rate has been stipulated 
by the donor, 2-3 per cent, interest 
should be charged to cover defaults 
and costs of administration. A rate 
higher than that is unnecessary, and 
places an unjust burden on those 
who can least afford to bear it. Five 
per cent, may be good business, but 
it conflicts with the very purpose 
for which the loan funds were es- 
tablished.
